Place Blame for Accident. 


The blame for tile* accident is laid 
by the officials of Die road on tile 
crew of local car No. 14. which was 
in charge of M. A. Leonard, conductor, 
and John Lierman, motorman both of 
Staunton. 
This car was northbound, 
running on its regular schedule, and 
had orders to wait at Staunton for 
two sections of train No. 73, which 
was bound for St 
Louis 
The north­ 
bound car waited until tile first sec­ 
tion had passed ariel then. in total dis 
regard ot orders, pulled out on the 
main track and started ahead 
Two miles north of 
Staunton 
is 
Dickerson’s curve, a sharp bend in 
the track toward which tho ground 
slopes both from the north and from 
the south. 
D e n s e foliage grows on 
the inner side of the curve and it is 
impossible to see for any distance 
ahead 
Both cars, moving at fully 
forty miles an hour, approached this 
curve from opposite directions, Dot Ii 
of 
them tearing 
along on a down 
grade 
The motormen did not dis­ 
cern the danger until Ute cars were 
too close to avoid an accident. 
Both Lierman and Leonard of car 
No 
l l and 
Conductor Duncan and 
Motorman Young of car No. 73, realiz­ 
ing that there was no hope of avoid 
ing tile collision, shrieked to the pas­ 
sengers to save themselves and then 
leaped for their lives. 
All four were 
badly bruised and scratched, but es 
caped without serious injuries. 


No Chance for Escape. 


For the passengers shut in the two 
cars there was no chance. 
And in 
another second they came together 
with a splintering crash. 
The north­ 
bound car tore into car No 73. split 
ting it wide open and literally raking 
the passengers from their seats Both 
cars practically reared on 
end and 
then fell back into a tangled mass of 
splintered 
wood 
and 
twisted 
iron. 
which was literally packed with the 
dead and dying, and down the sides 
of which, in a dozen places, the blood 
trickled in streams 
Nearly every pas­ 
senger on tile southbound 
car was 
killed or seriously injured 
The passengers of car No 
14 were 
more fortunate and a greater propor 
tion of them escaped death or injury 
Word of the accident was immedi 
ately 
telephoned 
to 
Springfield, to 
Peoria and St Louis, and relief trains 
were started at once from all three 
points, carrying all of the physicians 
and 
nurses 
that wore Immediately 
available. 
B y the time the first re 
lief car had reached the scene of the 
wreck tho farmers cif the neighbor 
hood and the citizens of Staunton had 
practically cleared the wreck of the 
clead and injured.

The skeleton of a horse which must 
have been about the size of a modern 
fox terrier and had four toes lins behn 
found by an exploring party in charge 
of Professor W alter Granger, repre­ 
senting the American Museum of N a t­ 
ural History of New York,

oldest ancestor of today's horse ever 
found on the Am erican continent. 
The party was sent out expressly to 
look up the evolution of Dobbin. 
A 
large part of the “ bad lands” of W y o ­ 
ming was canvassed without result. 
Then in the Big Horn valley the dis 
eovery in equine evolution was made. 
It appears that this horse of several 
hundreds of thousands of years ago 
was about one and a half feet tall and 
resembled a hippopotamus and a tapir 
as much as it did the present horse. 
Scientists say the modern horse’s boof 
is not a foot, but a toe. corres[ionding 
to the middle toe of man. 
The modern 
horse bas three more toes, to be sure, 
but they are merely "splints" concealed 
beneath the skin of the leg. 
I ii many other respects besides his 
abundance of toes is this little eohip­ 
pus unlike* his modern descendant. His 
teeth are more like those of man. 
The 
skeleton was found in the lower eocene 
formation, geologic ally speaking, which 
means that the stratum containing the 
skeleton was formed nearly a million 
years ago.
